Amendments 


The following amendments were introduced at the 
March session and referred to a committee to report at 
this June session: 


That Section 3 of the By-Laws be amended so as 
to read as follows: Section 3. All members who have 
paid annual dues for 21 consecutive years (except such 
as are now enrolled as such), and all members who, 
being ‘square on the books,” shall pay in one amount 
a sum equivalent to $3.00 for each year remaining be- 
tween the number of years they have been members, 
(and for which they have paid dues) and the 21 years 
heretofore mentioned, shall be enrolled as Life Mem- 
bers, and upon application be furnished with a suitable 
certificate, and be thereafter exempt from annual dues. 


That Section 4 of the By-Laws be amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: 

‘The interest, however, accruing therefrom shall 
be paid annually into the general funds.”
